In presenting the Etiwanda tract of land to 
the public, we desire to give a simple statement 
of facts, and can do no better than by quoting 
the following article from a recent issue of the 
Riverside Press and Horticulturist, written by 
its editor after a careful investigation of both 
the land and the water system: 

Etiwanda is located at the foot of the moun- 
tains, six miles east of the celebrated Cuca- 
mongo vineyards, at an elevation of from 1,000 
to 1,600 feet above sea level, and about forty- 
five miles from the ocean in a\direct line.

fact, the eee ye vineyards and the orchards | 


of San Gabriel and Pasadena are cited as being 
at the foot of the same range of mountains aud 
on similar soil. 

The water supply comes from two canyons in 
the mountains. The Etiwanda Water Company 
absolutely own these two water privileges. No 
one else has any rights in them; the rights are 
undisputed and the streams are never failing. 
These water rights are as good as any in South- 
ern California, and the title and quantity of 
water being beyond question, set at rest one of 
the most vexatious and important questions 
connected with ‘horticultural pursuits in this 
country. 

The Etiwanda Water Company was incorpor- 
ated May 9, 1882, as the most convenient method 
of owning and distributing the waters of the 
Etiwanda settlement. The Company contract- 

ed with Chaffey Brothers, who were the owners 
of the land — eg at Etiwanda, for all their 
water rights. e Chaffey Brothers also con- 
tracted to aioe a distri»uting reservoir at 
the head of the tract of land, to pipe or flume 
the waters of the two canyons to this reservoir, 
and to conduct the water in concrete pipes from 
this reservoir to the highest corner of each ten- 
acre tract of the lands to be sold. In payment 
for these water rights, reservoir, flumes, system 
of pipes, etc.—all of which become the absolute 
property of the Water Company—the Company 
convey to the Chaffey Brothers the stock of the 
Company, to be esti nated as follows: On the 
first of September, 1882, the water is measured 
where it is emptied into the reservoir from the 
flume, and one share of stock is issued for each 
one-eighth inch of water in the stream at the 
time of such measurement: The Chaffey Broth- 
ers reserve the right to develop and save water 
in the canyons ard in certain cienegas or 
springs near the mouth of the canyons.

‘on the 15th of July of any year within the 
ten years, as the waters of the canyon and 
springs are developed, new measurements of 
the streams are made where they empty into the 
reservoir, and stock is issued for the increased 
amount of water onthe basis above given. 
These measurements are provided for in mid- 
summer at atime when the mountain streams 
are at their lowest point. 

On this contract the Chaffey Brothers are al- 
lowed on demand one thousand shares of stock, 
to go with the land set sold and the land to be 
sold during the summe 

One share of stock is oun by them with each 
acre of land sold, so that when tbe land is all 
sold the settlers will own and control the water 
company. 

The quantity of earn is fixed and definite. 
Each ten acres of land will be entitled to 37% 
‘inches of water for 24 hours every month, ex- 
cept inan extraordinary dry season when the 
amount will be a little less. During the winter 
of course water will be plenty, and during the 
spring, up to July Ist, the amount will be far 
in excess of this basis. 

The price of water will be regulated by the 
cost of taking care ot the company’s property, 
and distributing the water to the stockholders. 
It is estimated that when the tract is fully set- 
tled this cost cannot exceed fifty cents an acre 
per year. 

The water, in coming down from the mouth 
of the canyons to the reservoir falls about 1,000 


feet in two miles, and the stream will furnish a 


very fine water power of forty horse power 


, $1.160. every quarter of a mile down the slope. By 
piping the water this power can be utilized 


without loss of water. The Chaffey Brothers 
reserve this water power. and intend within a 


year to pipe the water far enough to secure suf- 
ficient power to run an electric machine capa- 
ble of furnishing electricity for three electric 
lights.

A Six Footer’s Protest Against the 
Traps for the Unwary. 


Complains of Builders Unnecessarily Biockad- 
ing the Streets with Build- 
ing Material. 

Eprror Trwes:—As soon as the scaf- 
folding in front of the new building on 
Main street, above First, (which has 
monopolized, unnecessarily, the side- 
walk for the past three months,) is re- 
moved, we see the same .reckless disre- 
gard for the convenience and safety of 
the pedestrian public exhibited by the 
builders at work upon the new building 
on the other side of Main street. It is 
not sufficient indulgence in the rights of 
builders, apparently, that the work- 


-|men’s scaffolding should extend half 


over the sidewalk, which has its other 
half covered with loose bricks and other 
material, but in the last case alluded to 
the superfluous ends of four or five 
boards reach out over the thoroughfare, 

very nicely arranged to catch the head 
of any passerby whose height may ex- 

ceed five feet and sixinches! That such 
a man-trap should remain projecting 
over a public thoroughfare after night 


is inexcusable and disgraceful. 
It has not caught any one 
yet, perhaps, but it only 
been set a few nights, and re-

Opposite both the new buildings on 
Main street, that are alluded to above, 
are piles of lumber, mortar, brick, etc., 
which might just as. well be confined to 
half the space they occupy, if they must 
be in the street, and now that one of the 
buildings is completed, no necessity any 
longer exists for blockading the street 
with it. And there are at present indi- 
cations that an asphaltum sidewalk is to 
be laid there immediately. This will 
necessarily compel pedestrians to turn 
into the street, which being unneces- 
sarily blockaded all the way out to. the 
car track will force them to cross or pick 
their way among vehicles and lately 
sprinkled muddy streets until, after 
much vexatious navigation they regain 
the sidewalk again. 

The evils I have alluded to appear to 
have become chronic. They are bad 
enough for our citizegs to endure and 
bring upon the city government the con- 
tempt of all visitors. 

Let our beautifully uniformed 
men see that they are remedied; then 
we shall conclude that we are maintain- 
ing the police force for some other pur- 
poses than mere ornament.

The leading mines under develop- 
ment are the King, Oriental, Moscow, 
Sam Houston No. 1, Snow Bird, Tag- 
gart, Dragon No. 1, Dragon No. 2, In- 
fant, Loma Plata, Floras de Calico, 
Bull’s Eye, World’s Wonder, Geneva, 
Monitor, and a number of others not in 
memory. 

The ore taken out of the above men- 
tioned mines pay for the cost of devel- 
opment, all of which are being worked 
more or less at this time, though the 
season is not favorable on account of 
the heat. 

Bullion has been shipped from the 
King, Moscow and Geneva. 

There are over 2000 locations in this 
district, and rich discoveries are being 
made almost daily, as these locations 
are being prospected. 

Sherman’s mill, down on the Mojave 
river, is the only one yet put in opera- 
tion, but the King and Oriental contem- 
plate erecting mills soon. There is now 
one in transit for one of these mines, if 
it is not already upon the ground. 

The Calico Print is running in good 
shape, and much liked by the miners.

A Sea Otter Hunmt—A Very Correct Dog—A 
Huge Stingray—A Yourfooted Fish— 
A Sportsman’s Paradise. 


There is probably no sport so absorb- 
ing and healthy as that of the hunt. 
This proposition applies even to the 
rabbit chase and bird shooting, but the 
pleasurable exhilaration of bringing down 
the antelope, the mountain goat and the 
deer is beyond description. — 

Notwithstanding the encroachments of 
civilization, and consequent cultivation, 
upon the valleysand mesa lands of Cali- 
fornia, there is yet plenty of hunting 
ground within reach of the enterprising 
Nimrod. Of course it is well understood 
that the rapid settlement of the land 
hereabout has done little, if anything, 
towards thinning out the small game, 


such as quail, hare and rabbits, and in 
their season geese, brants and ducks are 
innumerable, almost, and easy of access. 

But the greatest achievement in. the 
way of successful hunting came under 
the observation of a Trmgs reporter yes- 
terday. Noticing several men on horse- 
back, girded with full cartridge belts and 
armed with rifles, filing along Aliso 
street, ‘‘Cowpoys’’ and a place of 
safety flashed through his mind; but 
seeing that shooting didn’t begin nght 
away, our reporter, gaining courage as 
he followed the ‘‘bold, bad’’ looking 
men, and at last corralled them in Mr. 
Slotterbeck’s gun-shop, and had the 
pleasure of interviewing the most suc- 
cessful hunters of the period. 

' About ten days ago a party, consisting 
of Messrs. J. C. Cline, Ed. Mellus, Joe 
Hunter, Fred. Potts and F. C. Mellus, 
all well-known citizens of Los Angeles 
county, went out to Elizabeth Lake, on 
the Mojave desert, on a grand hunt, 
taking with them a complete camping 
outfit, wagon, cooking utensils, etc., 
having also a cook and driver. The 
hunters themselves were provided with 
No. 1 saddle horses, rifles and ammuni- 
tion, using both the Winchester and 
Kennedy rifle. 

The country about Elizabeth Lake is 

a sandy desert, with rocky knolls and 
gullies interspersed, and growing a 
sp*rse vegetation peculiar to all the des- 
erts of the coast. There were no dime 
novel tricks practiced—waving of red 
rags fastened to a ramrod, and such— 
but the boys, by dint of hard riding, 
heading off, and excellent aim, succeed-

THE NEW NADEAU BLOCK. 


Kysor & Morgan’s Altered Pians 
with Sheater Left Out. 


Messrs. Kysor & Morgan favored a 
Tres reporter yesterday with the fol- 
lowing particulars regarding the Nadeau 
block. It will occupy 120 feet on Spring 
street by 165 on First, three stories 
high exclusive of ten feet high base- 
ment.

There will be two large double stores 
and two smaller ones on Spring street, 
so arranged that they can be thrown 
into one or more, according to the re- 
quirements of tenants.

and from which an elevator will descend 
into the basement, with which each 
store will communicate. A tramway 
will run from the street through the en- 
trance, connecting with the elevator, 
thus providing every facility for packing 
goods in the basement, hauling them up | 
to the ground floor, and conveying them 
by tramway to the street; an admira- 
ble arrangement. 

The first floor will have an iron front, 
the highest in the city, with French 
plate glass windows of larger dimensions 
than any in Los Angeles. There will be 
entrances to the ‘upper floors from 
Spring and First streets. The second 
floor will be divided into first-class 
offices, furnished with all modern im- 


light and ventilation. The third floor 
will be similarly distributed, but will 
have more private rooms or sleeping 
apartments. The total number of offices 
and roows on the second and third floors 
will be fifty. The principal walls will 
run from the basement to a height: of 
three feet above the roof—provided for 
safety in case of fire and for structural 
reasons. 

The Spring street front will be the 
ar fe facade. Over the main en-

treet front, will be a handsome balcony, 
ena by an iron railing.
